Paris Welcomes the Goming

PARIS, Sunday. 

Fresh life and colour are now manifest 
everywhere in Paris. Every new day sees an 
increase in the flow of strangers into the city. 
The first thing that strikes the Parisian is 
the greater volume of traffic, both pedestrian 
and vehicular; but he hardly realises low 
bewildering it is to the visitor to the city for 
the first time. It cannot have escaped the 
citizens’ potice, however, that the stranger 1s 
taking 2 keen interest in the traffic regula- 
tions, for the Paris policemen on point duty 
has already earned a world-wide reputation. 

There are signs on all hands that the lure 
of Paris is as strong as ever.

Your Hair. 


Hair growing—a pastime extensively in-

‘“ Salamander, 1930.”

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A good “ foundation’”’ mixture, which can 
he varied at will, according to individual 
tastes, is useful to know. 

For “ Foundation ' cake you will need Lb. 
of flour, 4lb. each of butter and castor sugar, 
1 teaspoonful of baking powder, pinch of salt, 
ó eggs, and 1 gill of milk. 

Beat the butter and sugar to a cream, add 
the eggs one by one, beating each in well. 

Sieve the flour, salt and baking powder, 
and stir them lightly to the butter mixture 
alternately with the milk, then add any of 
the following ingredients, and put the mix- 
fure into a greased tin lined with two or 
three thicknesses of greased paper. 

Place it on a baking tin covered with sand 
or salt, and bake in a moderate oven for from 
ninety minutes to two hours. 

For A Fruit Cakes. 

Add four ounces each of cleaned currants 
and sultanas, three ounces of canuied peel 
(finely shredded), the grated rind of a Jemon 
or orange, and a pinch of grated nutmeg.

THE FARMER’S OUTLOOK. 

1O THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

_ AIR,— [here is a good deal of common-sense 
in both Mr. Dickie’s letter in your issue of 
the 21st inst. and “ Practical Farmer's ” in 
your issue of the 24th. The former asks 
why we do not turn our attention to the 
production of some of the £11,000,000 worth 
of agricultural produce that we prefer to 
unport annually, and concludes with the 
exhortation: ‘‘ Let us protect what we can 
produce, and take all duties off what we 
cannot produce.” The latter quite rightly 
points out that “in summer butter is pro- 
duced from grass and in winter, when there 
Is no grass, from mangolds, turnips, oats, 
bran and cotton cake.” 

The foregoing statements are actually the 
kernels of the contributions of two very 
practical men. Let us take the first. Is 
there any reason known to agriculturalists. 
economist~ or politicians why we are for ever 
to be debarred from producing the £11,000,000 
worth of common produce which comes into 
this countey year after vear’? For the benefit 
of those who have little or no opportunity 
of studying lists of imports, I may assure 
them that very little of the £11,000,000 worth 
comes from our best customer. Actually, 
we are, as sellers, hunted out of foreign 
markets with the demons of tariffs, subsidies 
and depreciated currencies. By the same 
processes our home markets are taken, and 
the foreigner. whose policy is to employ his 
own people, puts his produce in front of our 
Until we have intelligent political 
action we shal] have all those problems which 
are puzzling many practical producers at 
present. 

Take next the 

gu grain-made butter. There is no 
trouble in having winter dairying if we 
are piepared to pay more for winter-produced 
than need -pay for New Zeaiand 
ov Australian. Buiter predugtion for sale in 
England is only an economic proposition when 
it is produced from heaven-sent green grass, 
costing no more than rent and county rates. 
That is the history of dairying in Jreland. 
No dairy farmer, even in’ the fertile Golden 
Vate, has ever done more than live comfort- 
ably, and I cannot reeall having seen a dairy 
farmer's name in the column, frequentiv seen 
in our daily papers, headed, “ Other People’s 
Money." Thus far 1 agree with “ Practica) 
Farmer,’ hut | am sure that he will not 
denv that, if the farmers were leit to their 
own choice, many of them would grow wheat 
at 28s. per 20 stone, provided that both 
price and market were stabilised. If we are 
to believe the “ practical miller’ who 
favoured your special correspondent with an 
intervie ; a few days ago, 28s. is ós. ód 
helow the cost of foreign wheat.

claimed that drunkenness actually is in- 
creasing to an enormous extent under 
“ dry ” constraint. Corroboration of this 
argument appears from the report of the 
Public Commissioner for Boston, Massa- 
chusetts, as quoted in the *Brewers’ 
Almanactk and Wine and Spirit Trade 
Annual for 1930. During the year which 
ended with November, 1926, no fewer than 
58,882 persons were arrested for drunken- 
ness in the City of Boston—an average of 
106 a day. Since Boston’s population is 
about 800,000, the number of arrests 
works out, roughly, at forty-nine per 
thousand of the inhabitants. In London 
the proportion is less than four per 
thousand, in Manchester and Liverpool 
between six and seven, and in Birming- 
ham three per thousand. On an average 
only three persons in every thousand 
in the large boroughs of England and 
Wales were prosecuted for drunkenness. 
Thus Boston’s proportion of inebriates is 
approximately twelve times as great. as 
that of London, and sixteen times as great 
as the average of the thickly- “populated 
districts of England and Wales. It is 
possible, of course, to deduce too much 
from these figures. ‘The British policeman 
does not arrest a drunkard who is not 
committing a nuisance, whereas the 
American prohibition agent is entitled to 
arrest on the charge of drunkenness alone. 
Nevertheless, other figures support the 
‘* Wets’’”’ indictment. In the larger cities 
of the United States the number of arrests 
for drunkenness increased from 147,994 in 
1920 to 411,323 in 1927; and unofficial] 
evidence shows that they continue to 
increase, 


The Gulf Stream. 


The rising generation, as we under- 
stand, is taught to despise the ancient and 
vulgar tradition about the Gulf Stream. 
Formerly men of learning held that 
Ireland's comparatively mild climate was 
due to the warming influence of this 
current, which mitigated the effect of 
situation some fifty degrees north of the 
Equator. An uncritical age, alas! dis- 
regarded the fact that the Gulf Stream. 
issuing from its tropical fount in the Guif 
of Mexico and skirting the coast of New 
England, must have lost much of its heat 
in the cold waters of the North Atlantic 
before it reached our Irish shores. Hence 
we are not perturbed unduly by Sir 
Arthur Rostron’s suggestion that the 
course of the Gulf Stream is changing. 
Moreover, some French men of science de- 
clare that the suggestion is without 
foundation. They say that, although the 
Stream is subject to periodical variations, 
none of these is sufficient to make a de- 
finite change in its course. Thus, according 
to the Paris Correspondent of the Datly 
Telegraph, Sir Arthur’s visions of a 
tropical New York will not come true— 
at through the Gulf Stream’s 
agency. Manhattan’s millionaires will 
continue to seek sophisticated retirement 
at Miami and Palm Beach, Florida, where 
the Gulf Stream still exercises its benign 
influence—if, indeed, it exercises an In- 
fluence at all. We have not heard whether 
the changing of the Gulf Stream’s course 
have any effect on Ireland s 
climate. We have no opinions on the 
current, and—even if Sir; Arthur 
Rostron’s prediction proves to be correct-- 
no regrets for its passing. Once we

“PAS BRITANNICA ” ON 
THE FRONTIEH. 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
SIMLA, Sunday, 

Reassuring news continues to be received 
from Peshawar, where the leading men of 
the city are in conference with the Chief 
Commissioner, and have expressed their 
readiness to co-operate fully with him for 
the restoration of normal conditions, which 
is expected in a few days 

The authorities are experiencing diffi- 
culty in ascertaining the total] casualties 
in the rioting, as some of those injured 
are unwilling to offer themselves for treat- 
ment because they fear—quite ground- 
lessly—that they will be prosecuted for 
rioting as soon as they have left hospital. 
The best official information puts the total 
casualties at approximately twenty 
Indians killed and sixty injured. 

Information received from private 
sources suggests that the reason why the 
city temporarily got out of hand was that 
the mob interpreted as weakness the 
desire of the authorities to avoid inflicting 
casualties on a larger scale, in the hope 
that the situation would rapidly improve. 
It is, therefore, believed that the reaction 
throughout India, particularly among the 
Mohammedans, which would certainly 
have followed more drastic action, will 
now be absent. It is clear that the Chief 
Commissioner and: his officers have 
throughout the crisis shown the greatest 
forbearance and solicitude in a time of 
great difficulty. 


TRIBESMEN DISAPPOINTED. 


Though the situation still gives cause 


for some anxiety, it is manifest that only 
violence on a part of the unruly section 
of the population, and the failure of local 


influential men to control them can occa- 


sion a further clash between the authori- 


ties and the mob. 

Authentic information has shown that 
when the rioting occurred on April 23rd 
a section of the frontier tribes, thinking 
it a good opportunity, collected outside 
the city, but when they realised that the 
authorities were masters of the situation, 
and that any looting would be severely 
punished, they quietly dispersed. 

The moral of the situation is clear. It 
is, that the moment the virile element of 
the population thinks that British 
authority has been undermined, they will 
resort to the methods practised by their 
forefathers before the security of life and 
property was established by British rule. 
Also, when the weaker peoples on the 
frontier, like the Hindus, realise that :t 
is only the strong arm of the law which 
stands between them and anarchy, they 
will think twice before countenancing the 
civil disobedience movement, which must 
inevitably lead to social and political dis- 
ruption. 

A MOURNING STRIKE. 

There was. a complete hartal (mourning 
strike) in the city on Friday, but all the 
shops were open and business proceeding 
as usual yesterday.

_In forwarding the text of the London 
Naval Treaty to the Secretary-General of 
the League of Nations at Geneva, Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald, Prime Minister. has 
sent an accompanying letter, in which he 
expresses the hope that the results 
achieved at the Conference will have the 
effect of facilitating the labours of the 
Preparatory Commission in regard to 
naval armaments. . 

Mr. Macdonald writes :—‘‘ In its resola- 
tion voted on September 24th last the 
Assembly of the League of Nations 
cordially welcomed ‘the prospect of “an 
early agreement between the naval 
Powers, with a view to the reduction and 
limitation of naval armaments, “which 
agreement may enable the Preparatory 
Commission to secure general agreement 
on the methods to be adopted for the re- 
duction and limitation of naval arma 
ments.’ 

"“ As regards those armaments, the work 
of the Preparatory Commission was 
checked by the difference of opinion on 
the methods of limitation which arose 
between various delegations, two opposing 
proposals being incorporated in draft con- 
ventions submitted by the French and 
United Kingdom delegations respectively. 
The attempts to reach a compromise 
between the two drafts at the session of 
the Preparatory Commission in April, 
1927, and at subsequent negotiations, re- 
mained in the end without result. 

““ 1 am glad to inform you that at the 
Conference which has. just ended the 
British and French delegations had the 
satisfaction of reaching agreement to 
adopt a common method of limitation, 
and I invite your attention to the first 
report of the First Committee, which con- 
tains full particulars, together with the 
suggested method of indicating naval 
strength in tabular form. 


ITALIAN RESERVATION. 


“On account of the reservations which 
certain delegations attached to their 
acceptance of the report, and which are 
shown in the report of the First Com- 
mittee, the London Conference considered 
that it should limit itself to taking note 
of that paper, without actually accepting 
it. You will observe that the Italian 
delegation entered a general reservation 
which is on record. 

“ As far as three of the high contract: 
ing parties to the London Naval Treat) 
are concerned, the agreement which they 
have arrived at on the question of tonnage 
has been so drawn up as to make it 
consistent with the scheme of limitation 
referred to in the First Committee's 
report. 

“ Part II. of the London Naval Treaty 
records, on the other hand, the agreemeni 
arrived at by all the high contracting 
parties represented at the Conference on 
the qv.estion of the limitation of the dis- 
placement of submarines and the calibre 
of the guns mounted, the definition of the 
vessels to which the rules for limitation 
do not apply, rules for replacement and 
scrapping, and, finally, a list of vessels 
which. while not conforming to the 
characteristics of exempt vessels, should 
not be included when determining total 
tonnage. 

“Thus the London Naval 
represents an advance made on the results 
heretofore achieved in this particular field. 
It is our earnest hope that the Preparatory 
Commission will find in the results of our 
work a contribution which will have the 
effects of facilitating its future labours. 

“ In expressing this hope, I beg. to fer- 
ward to you, together with the text of the 
London Treaty, the minutes of the plenary 
sittings and the reports of the Conference 
Committees, and 1 would ask you kindly 
to communicate them to the chairman and 
to the members of the Preparatory Com- 


mission.’ |

To the stirring strains of a new military 
march by Mr. John Philip Sousa, entitled 
‘The Royal Welch Fusiliers,’’ the diners 
were told of the entry of the Fusiliers 
and Marines into the city to rescue the 
beleaguered foreigners and of the friend- 
ship .then formed ‘‘ with our dead and 
their dead almost at their elbows.’’ The 
foreigners, who waited for weeks almost 
without hope for the coming of the troops, 
were protected by a barricade of rice and 
sugar bags, and it was a happy coincidence 
i the baga were set in position bv a 
young American engineer, who’ was then 
Plain Mr. Herbert Hoover.

BOMB IN SOVIET 
LEGATION. 


CHARGE ENOUGH TO 
BLOW UP BUILDING. 


RENDERED HARMLESS BY 
MILITARY EXPERT.

A section of iron piping, 8in. in 
dianfeter and 27in. in length, the ends of 
which had been capped and soldered to 
contain what appeared to be an explosive 
charge, was found yesterday in a chimney 
of the Soviet Legation here. 

The cylinder, together with its contents, 
weighed 65lb. It had been fitted with 
an electric detonator, and was suspended 
by a wire which led to a clockwork timing 
mechanism on the roof of an adjoining 
house, and thence again to an electric 
lamp. bracket. 

The skill shown in arranging the bomb 
gives the impression of a carefully 
planned conspiracy. | 

The police, who were promptly in- 
formed, called in the Director of Public 
Security, the Director of the Eastern 
Department of the Foreign Office, and a 
military pyrotechnician. Within an hour 
or two of the first discovery.access to the 
Legation was obtained with the consent 
of a senior official in the temporars 
absence of the Soviet Minister. 


AN ANXIOUS MOMENT. 

Aiter some prelimimary investigations 
on the roof, which showed that the 
mechanism had been installed by an ex- 
pert hand, the pyrotechnician ascended 
the chimney stack and began to draw up 
the wire. About 15ít. had been taken m 
when the wire suddenly became slack and 
a thud was heard. The party of officials 
on the roof passed through some moments 
of acute discomfort, but the bomb had 
lodged safely in the heating furnace, 
whence it Was discovered | by the 
pvrotechnician after a fireman had cut a 
hole in the wall. 

The pvrotechnician, Bombardier Machaj, 
who said that the charge seemed suffi- 
cient to blow up both houses, rendered 
it harmless. He has been thanked in an 
official notice ror risking his life and 
showing the most admirable courave. 

The detonator was timed to fire the 
charge between 8 pH". and a p.in., four 
after the connectn’ wire was 
severed, At that hour the staff of the

The resignation ol Mr. V. 8 Pate!. the 
President ot the Indian Leuislative Assembly, 
will arouse little surprise or sorrow wm thas 
country. remarks 7he 7J'imes editorially.

He has encouraged a 
large number of credulous people to court 
imprisonment by manufacturing a sort of salt. 
He has frightened some of the responsivists— 
who can never say “ No” to the Left Wing 
—back into the Congress camp. but he has 
stampeded other elements in the contrary 
direction, 

Mr. Mohamed Ali, a persistent critic of the 
Government of India, has now urged his par- 
,ticular followers among the Moslems to have 
‘nothing to do with the Mahatma’s “ inoppor- 
tune and ill-advised movement.” Other and 
still more important Moslem leaders, who 
never followed the " Khilafatists when Mr. 
Gandhi and Gazi Mustapha Kemal Pasha 
were the twin saints ot Indian extremists, 
have been quite as plain-spoken. 

The Liberal Association of Western India, 
while criticising the Government, has con 
demned civil disobedience equally strongly. 
These reverses, no doubt, explain the acri- 
monious tone of Mr. Gandhi s recent speeches. 
‘le clearly hopes to be able to compel the 
authorities to take action which can be re- 
presented in India and abroad as brutal and 
tyrannical. He welcomes more martyrdoms 
in the shape of broken heads and bruised 
knuckles. 

jut these outburts suggest that his personal! 
immunity is preying.on his mind. When he 
set out upon his march to the sea he hoped 
that his immediate arrest. would wreck the 
Conterence by detaching the moderates. He 
remains unarrested, and there are signs that 
some of the Moderates, after a period of un- 
certainty, are beginning to feel that co- 
operation with the British and Indian Go 
vernments offers more advantages to Indian 
nationalism than obedience to the imprac- 
ticable policies of Mr. Gandhi.

DEFIANCE IN

In the course of a despatch from Bombay 
vesterday The Times Special Correspondent 
savs:—The week in india, which began so 
badly, has endea on a note of hope. 

It would be folly to minimise the serious 
ness of the situation at Peshawar, which still 
holds a greater threat to the peace of India 
than anything thai has happened since Mr. 
Gandhi broke the Salt Laws. So far as the 
general situation is concerned, however, 1 
is possible to turn to the credit side of the 
ledger without finding it a blank page for 
the past few weeks. First and foremost 
there are signs that Mr. Gandhi's fellow- 
countrymen are at last beginnihg, not only 
io recognise, but openly to «admit 
ihe. mischief and the futility of ihe 
Satyagraha campaign. The impossibility of 
the Mahatma’s disclaiming all responsibility 
for the unrest which has broken out from 
Karachi and Peshawar to Diamond Harbour 
and Chittagong has struck all observers. 

Even those whom it is impossible to de- 
scribe as friends of the Government are be 
ginning to grow alarmed. Consequently 
this morning we find the Ali brothers send- 
ing a prompt telegram to the Khilafat 
Committee at Peshawar. The essential 
paragraph reads as follows :—Greatly shocked 
and pamed at Peshawar happenings. « Kindly 
wire fullest details, and convey sincerest 
condolences to bereaved families. Such a 
catastrophe was not unexpected, and, know 
ing Mussulmans as we do. we did not want 
them to take any part in Mahatma Gandhi's 
inopportune and ill-advised movement.”’ 


A SLAP IN THE FACE. 


The telegram proceeds to urge the Moslem 
community to be patient and calm, even 
while working to redress their grievances. 
Adherence to the Lahore Khilafat resolution 
is reaffirmed. This telegram 1s a slap in the 
face for Mr. Gandhi and his followers, who 
during the last few days have been making 
repeated claims to an increase of Mosler 
support. 

Meanwhile, adds the correspondent, there 
is a nasty shadow across the debit side of 
the ledger,. not only in the news from 
Peshawar, but in the lack of news. It will 
be some time before the echo of the machine 
guns within the city walls will have finished 
rolling down the menacing passes of the 
frontier, and the danger will not be over till 
the last sound dies away. 

A message received in Bombay states that 
all leave in the Peshawar area has been 
stopped, and the indications are that the 
women and children will be removed unless 
the situation improves. 

According to the meagre official reports 
order has been restored ir the city, but mis- 
giving as to the position has been increased 
by the suggestion that a censorship has been 
established. It would be much better that we 
should know how had things really are than 
Wuagine them worse. ' 

The Congress newspapers this morning are 
‘ull of rumours, such as that the death-roll 
as the result of the fire of the troops wa: 
more than .100,.and that, following an 
alleged outbreak at Kohat, ‘‘rebels’’ were 
blown from British guns. No doubt all these 
statements will be served up hot on the 
Chowpatty sands here this evening, when 
another mass meeting will be held.

MR. LEMASS CRITICISES 
THE GOVERNMENT.

PROBLEM OF FINDING 
WORK.

Mr. Sean Lemass, T.D., in a speech de- 
livered at Rathdowney, Queen's County, yes- 
terday, discussed Fianna Fails programme 
and criticised the policy of Free State 
Ministers. 

He said that efforts were being made to 
create the impression that cifferences existed 
on matters of. policy, inside the Fianna Fail 
Party. Such statements were without founda- 
tion. There was complete unanimity as to 
the party’s ultimate aims and the method of 
achieving them. The first aim of Fianna 
Fail was to secure the unity and independence 
of Treland as a Republic. They did not 
think that that aim would be easily won, and 
they did not promise to achieve it imme- 
diately after they secured a majority at the 
general election, but they intended to work 
persistently to that end, and their whole 
policy and outlook was affected by the fact 
that such was their goal. Fianna Fail was a 
political party, and would utilise political 
means only, and it believed that its full 
programme could be realised in that way. 

They did not intend, as their opponents 
asserted, to bring about a sudden revolu- 
tionary upheaval after attaining office: they 
would proceed as a responsible constitutional 
Government. They realised that the first and 
most urgent responsibility of any Govern- 
ment would be to ensure that all men willing 
lo work would be given work, and that no 
children need he without food. [t was a 
sign'ficant fact that in the published report 
of the. census of 1926 the Government de- 
liverately suppressed the figures relating to 
the number of unemployed in the country. It 
was his helicf that this was done because 
their publication would be ruinous to the 
political interests of the Government. He 
was of opinion that fiftv thousand adult men 
at this moment were idle in the Free State 
and unable to provide the necessities of life 
for themselves or their families. 

Referring to emigration. he said that the 

Free State held a unique position among the 
countries of Europe. in that its emigration 
was four times heavier in proportion to the 
population than that of the next hichest 
country. 
A Fianna Fail government would devote 
itself to finding a solution for such press- 
Ing economic problems, confident that a re- 
vival of prosperity would bring with it a 
Strengthening of national pride and self- 
respect, which would result inevitably in a 
renewal of the people's determination to 
achieve, the absolute independence of their 
country. 


BREAD AND BUTTER POLICY. 

It was fashionable now, he went on. to 
sneer at patriotism and nationality, and in 
this the headline had been set by the pre- 
sent Government. and it had been closely 
followed up by the so-called Labour Party. 
Unless the driving force of patriotism was 
put behind the movement for material pros- 
perity that movement was bound to fail. 
The conditions now existing were proof of 
this contention. The ‘‘ bread and butter ” 
policy of Messrs. Hogan and MeGilligan 
brought the agricultural industry to 
brink of bankruptcy, and forced many 
dustrialists to sell out to foreigners. 
the policy of these Ministers had been 
signed towards the development of industry 
at home, and the consequent improvement of 
the home market for agricultural produce, 
the situation now would not be half so 
serious. It was not too late, however, to 
apply the right policy, but it would have 
to be done by men who believed in it, and 
there were none such in either Cumann na 
nGaedheal or the Labour Party. 

In introducing his Budget last year, Mr. 
Blythe said that increased taxation in this 
vear’s Budget could not be avoided. unless 
retrenchment on a considerable scale took 
place, coupled with an improvement in the 
yield of taxation. Neither had happened : 
on next Wednesday Mr. Blythe would 
find himself under the obligation to impose 
additional taxes designed to produce about 
£250,000. This additional burden on the 
taxpayers was due mainly to the fact that 
the estimates for supply services for 1930-31 
exceeded by £327,000 the estimates 
for the previous year, and ex- 
ceeded by £931,000 the actual expendiiure 
Of the saine year. It was possible that Mr. 
Blythe might meet the difficulty, as on 
former occasions, by the simple, if shady, 
expedient of deducting some arbitrary sum 
from the total of estimated expenditure, call- 
ing it abnormal, and making no provision to 
meet it out of revenue. In this manner he 
might side-step’ the immediate problem, and 
leave it to his successor to solve; but the 
real significance of his failure to keep down 
expenditure on ‘administration, despite his 
expressed intention of doing so, should he 
appreciated by those who had to foot the Dill, 
whether in this vear or in the future, 


PROBLEM OF PROTECTION. 

It was to be hoped that in his Budget 
Statement Mr. Blythe would announce the 
results of some of the applications for pro- 
tective duties which had been under con- 
sideration by the Tariff Commission for 
several years. This applied particularly to 
the application of the coachbuilders - for 
increased duties on imported ‘bus and motor 
bodies. It was three years since the appli- 
cation was referred to the Tariff Commission, 
and it was estimated that during that time 
over one million pounds in wages had heen 
lost to Irish workers 1n consequence of the 
delay in dealing with it. The granting of 
the protection asked for would give direct 
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employment to about 2,000 workers, and to | 


600 more in subsidiary industries. The velue 
of the products of the coachbuilding 
industries imported during 1929 was 
estimated at £900,000. which would 
have given continuous well-paid employment 
for the year to 2,400 Irish workers. Nearly 
country in the world endeavoured to 
promote and encourage the coachbuiiding 
industry within its shores, because of the 
employment it gave.

CREAMERY INOUSTRY. 

Mr. P. J. Gorry, T.D., deplored 
Hogan's statement at Limerick recently, and 
said that it had struck a serieus blow at 
the dairying industry. It had been made at 
the beginning of the season, when farmers 
were about to buy fresh stock. and its effect 
had been to discourage them from doing so, 
and from increasing their milk production. 

As Chairman of the Midland Creameries, 
he would tell Mr. Hogan that the creamery 
industry could look after itself, if it were 
left alone.

FIANNA FAIL’S AIM.

“AN IRISH REPUBLIC FOR ALL 
IRELAND.” 


Fianna Fail meetings were held yesterday 
in Dundalk, Carrick-on-Suir, and Clonmel. 
Speaking at Carrick-on Suir, Mr, Sean T. 
O’Kelly, T.D.. acting Jeader of the Fianna 
Fail Party, said that his party were as de- 
termined to restore the Irish Republic for 
all Ireland as ever they were. 

Speaking at Dundalk, Dr. Ward. T.D., 
dealing with the recent Pensions Bill, said 
that while the Government had reftised to 
obey the will of the people, on the plea that 
they had upwards of six million pounds to 
¢o to a foreign country, they could not afford 
to pay £300,000 to Ireland’s aged poor. That 
was a state of affairs that should be brought 
to an end, and there were means by which 
money might be transferred to the old age 
pensioners withont inflicting yy ogg en 
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the Senate, and more by curtailing the ‘ex- 
penditure on the Civic Guards. | 

Dealing with the Senate, the speaker re- 
ferred to its introduction of the Wild Birds’ 
Preservation Bill, and said that*they found 
senators’ hearts bleeding for the birds of the 
air, and found them shedding crocodile tears 
cover the solitary confinement of birds in 
cages; but they would be more impressed by 
the arguments of these men if they ‘were 
prepared to object to solitary confinement for 
men and women whose only crime was to 
stand for the independence of their country 

Senators’ hearts also were rent about the 
sufferings of the Catholics in Mexico and 
Russia, and here again he would he more 
impressed with the sincerity of the Senate i 
it had raised its voice about the persecytion 
of fellow-countrymen across the border.

THE COURSE VISITED. 


It has been truly said that there is oily 
one Punchestown, and néver will there bé 
any other. Racing there is a thing apart; it 
has a charm and attraction of its own. The 
course, set amidst the most délightful scenery, 
is different from any other, and when a big 
field of horses is seen emérging from the 
Herd’s Garden to spread across the long 
stretch on the far side, with the hills in the 
background, the picture is one which fixes 
itself on the memory.

IMPENDING FINANCIAL OPERATIONS. 


SOME HINTS 


The weaknéss~ of the leading investment 
stocks was so pronounced at one time re- 
cently as to cause operators to ask whether 
some particular adverse development was 
impending, but the decline in prices would 
appear to be sufficiently explained by the 
preparations for the issue of important new 
loans. The first will be for the State of San 
Paulo, and of the total of £20,000,000 about 
£8,000,000 is expected to be offered in Lon- 
don, This will be followed by loans for Aus: 
tria, Hungary and Greece, and afterwards 
the still more important. issue. of . German 
Reparation Bonds is likely. This last opera- 
tion will represent a total of £60,000,000, 
part of which will certainly be offered in Lon- 
don. In view of these forthcoming events it 
is not surprising that there has been some 
heavy selling of gilt-edged securities. The 
somewhat changed aspect of the Money Mar- 
ket has been merely a secondary influence, 
though, admittedly, the creation of big 
credits here for foreign countries may have 
an important bearing upon the situation in 
the future, because of the power thus given 
to take gold from London. 


A WORD FOR HOME RAILS. 


In view of the further steps by the rail- 
Way companies to obtain an important in- 
terest in the road traffic of the country, as 
indicated by the acquisition of a share in the 
Birmingham and Midland Omnibns Company 
by the London, Midland and Scottish and the 
Great Western Railways, it is rather sur- 
prising that the market for Home Railway 
ordinary stocks is still one of the most 
neglected in the Stock Exchange. A year or 
two ago it was considered that the com- 
etition of road transport rendered the out- 
100k for the stocks exceedingly uncertain, 
and many holders probably were then in- 
duced to sell. For a time the competition 
was real, and it is still affecting railway earn- 
ings, but very gradually the position is 
changing, and before very long the various 
railways, if they do not become the prin- 
cipal owners of road services, will have a 
direct interest in them. Ultimately, there- 
fore, the companies shonld benefit from the 
important change in methods of travelling 
that has taken place in the last few years. 
There is no reason to expect that the divi- 
dends paid for 1929 will not be repeated for 
the current year, and on that basis all the 
ordinary stocks give excellent yields at cur- 
rent prices. 


A STOCK WITH POSSIBILITIES, 


The case of London and North-Eastern 
Preferred may be taken as indicative of the 
public neglect of this market. The dividend 
paid for 1929 was 3 per cent., and at the 
current price the return is well over 9% per 
cent. The stock is entitled to 5 per cent.. 
and conceivably may receive such a dividend 
before very long, in which case a present pur- 
chaser would have an investment yielding over 
16 per cent. Because of this possibility the 
Security offers much scope for capital appre- 
ciation; yet nobody seems inclined to buy. 
and the speculating public, apparently, prefers 
the Ordinary Shares of a motor company 
whose finances are anything but strong, and 
in regard to which there is little prospect 
of a dividend. The Great Western is another 
excellent purchase, for, on the hasis of the 
1929 dividend, the return is 88 per cent.

Investors realise that something will have to 
be sacrificed to meet the additional imposts, 
and are taking advantage of the relatively 
high prices of gilt-edged stocks to sell out, 
while speculators who benefited from the ap- 
preciation of Motor shares and Breweries are 
hastening to secure their profits. With the 
foreign exchanges moving more and more 
definitely against this country, there is little 
that is cheerful in the outlook - (writes 
The Sunday Times), and although the spell of 
cheap money is still with us, it seems difficult 
to believe that this can last much longer. A 
severe test of the capacity of the investor is 
provided by the important loan for the pur- 
pose of enabling the State of San Paulo to 
dispense with the uneconomic coffee valorisa- 
tion scheme, and this, it is believed, will be 
followed at no distant date by the Repara- 
tions Loan, the amount and terms of which 
are only beginning to be discussed. ‘To what 
extent it will compete with existing securities 
remains to be seen, but it must inevitably re- 
present a very large transfer of funds and 
if, as suggested, the issue consists of 54 per 
cent. borids, with some sort of international 
guarantee, it is probable that the opportunity 
will be taken to redeem other loans jssued at 
high rates of interest during and after the 
war, such as the French Railway 6 per cent, 
loans. Speculation may continue to favour 
Motor shares, but the basis of the rise is 
somewhat slender, and business is largely 
professional.
